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Remaining SCAP-n members 
acquitted of charges

The remaining seven members 
of the SCAP-1 1 who had been 
facing trespassing charges were 
acquitted on Nov. 12, by Justice 
of the Peace Diane Lafleur. 

The crown had attempted 
to charge the SCAP-1 1 with 
trespassing after the group set up 
a mock homeless shelter in MPP 
Rick Bartolucci's office on Nov. 9, 
2012. 

Thomas Sutton, a fifth year LU 
student in the political science 
program, was among those who 



were arrested during the protest 
in Bartolucci's office. 

Sutton said that although it 
"feels great" to be acquitted, 
he has "absolutely no regrets" 
about participating in the mock 
homeless shelter. 

The mock shelter was 
organized as a result of the 
province's cancellation of the 
Community Start-Up and 
Maintenance Benefit. 

"People these days give 
us students a bad rap,[...] But 
students played a critical role in 



facilitating this protest/' Sutton 
said. "We started off as an 
emergency homeless shelter and 
now we're building a movement." 

Lafleur had previously found 
two of the 11 members not 
guilty, and acquitted another two 
members on Oct. 3 1 , due to a lack 
of evidence against them. 

In court on Nov. 12, Lafleur 
ruled that she was granting 
the groups' pro-bono defence 
lawyer Don Kuyek's motion to 
dismiss the charges against 
the remaining seven group 



members, stating that granting 
the Crown's request to re-open 
the case would be prejudicial to 
the remaining seven members. 

"I think it's established the 
democratic right of people, to be 
able to go to their local politicians 
and request to speak with them: 
that if they are ignored, they 
can take more dramatic action." 
said Gary Kinsman, Laurentian 
University professor and SCAP 
member. 

Kinsman said that although 
the trial is over, the SCAP is still

"quite busy - every single day 
we are doing support work for 
people living in poverty." 

Sutton said he "will still 
participate with SCAP events" 
although he's not as active as he'd 
like to be, given that "currently 
balancing work, life and school is 
already tough enough."

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SGA board approves updated 
'present day' constitution: Rollins

At the Nov. 13 Students 7 
General Association board 
meeting, the board voted to 
officially endorse the new version 
of the SGA constitution. 

The SGA has been in the 
process of re-vamping the 
constitution, which was last 
updated 20 years ago, since the 
beginning of this school year. 

The vote took place on Nov. 1 3, 
and Andy Rollins, SGA President, 
as well as Charles Wilson, SGA 
Executive Director, signed the 
official copy on Nov. 14. 

Rollins said the biggest 
change between the new SGA 
constitution, and the former 
20-year-old constitution is that 
the new constitution has been 
brought up to "present day." 

Another glaring change is 
the size the SGA board will be: 
"instead of having a board of 
60-plus people, weVe reduced it 
down to 12 people/' said Rollins. 

Going hand-in-hand with 
the smaller board will be SGA 
council, which will consist of 
approximately 60 people. The 
council will meet once a month 



during the school year, excluding 
the months of December and 
April, due to exams, and the SGA 
board will continue to meet every 
two weeks as per usual. 

"Right now, the SGA board 
kind of functions as the council: 
there are 60 people and they all 
have their own separate voice. 
Basically what's happening in 
the meetings now is (the SGA) 
is trying to filter through all of 
the 60 voices," said Rollins. "Now, 
since the council will meet once 
a month, and we'll have the 
SGA Board of Governors that 
meets once every two weeks, 
the council's job will be to filter 
through the voices, and find the 
big issues." 

The 60-people council will be 
composed of the SGA Executive 
(including the president, and the 
vice-presidents), the senators, 
a representative from the LU 
residences and another for 
the federated universities, two 
representatives for off-campus 
students, a representative from 
each department, the executive 
director, and representatives 
from constituency groups (such 



as accessibility, pride, indigenous 
and women's center), as stated in 
the constitution. 

"Essentially, the council's job is 
to filter through the issues around 
campus, to give (the SGA board) 
the bigger issues," said Rollins. 
"It'll help us run a smoother SGA 
for our students." 

Another change in the 
updated constitution is the 
new titles of the Vice President's 
roles. The VP of Issues title was 
changed to the VP of Policy and 
Advocacy, and the VP of Services 
was changed to the VP of Student 
Life. 

"(The SGA) felt that over the 
past 10 years, the VP positions 
have taken on a different role 
in the school and community," 
Rollins said. "The former names 
were very broad - a new person 
coming into the job may not 
know what the job entails. We 
changed it so the new people 
coming into the jobs know what 
their role is." 

The SGA board voted to 
endorse the four sections of the 
constitution: Section H, which 
covers the transitional provisions, 



Bunbu Ryodo: 

The Philosophical Twin Paths 
of the Brush and the Sword 




During the Edo period in Japanese history, the 
Shogunate (government) sealed off the country and Japan, though isolated from the most of the world, prospered. As a result, 
there was no civil war, and the people were at peace. With no one around with whom, Japanese warriors, known as bushi, 
became bureaucrats, or peace keepers (police), but most just continued to work as samurai (enforcers). Those who worked for 
the Shogun travelled the country, wiping out any small resistance groups (but most just sat around with nothing to do). 

With time on their hands, these well-disciplined warriors began to explore other pursuits. Samurai continued their training, but 
with a different focus. Not only were they expected to be proficient with the sword, they were also expected to develop 
themselves. They went from being bushi (warriors) to students of bushido (way of the warrior), and their training became a 
path or a life journey - training no longer emphasized the actual fight, but rather the skill of fighting. Soon, being good at 
fighting was no longer enough to be in the Samurai Class; Samurai were now expected to be well-rounded and proficient in 
other disciplines, such as calligraphy, floral arrangement, sculpting, poetry, theatre, and dance, to name a few. This gave birth 
to the concept of bunbu ryodo: the philosophical twin paths of the brush and the sword - the balance of literary and military 
arts. 

The idea of bunbu ryodo is alive and well in North America, and, more specifically, here at Laurentian University. As members 
of the university community we strive for academic excellence, and dedicate a lot of our time and effort to developing our 
minds and scholarly abilities. However, as community members, we can enhance our university experience by joining a club, 
competing in intra-mural sports, attending guest lectures, or by participating in other co-curricular activities. By making time 
for fitness, socialisation, acquisition of skills, and other experiences that reach beyond the classroom, we can follow in the 
tradition of the well-rounded Samurai, and get more out of their Laurentian experience. 

At Laurentian, students can track these outside-the-classroom activities through the 
Co-Curricular Record . This record, along with the academic transcript, helps 
paint a more complete picture of a student's university experience.

the bylaws, the rules of order, and 
finally the constitution itself. 

Although the constitution 
was voted on in November 2013, 
many of the changes will come 
into action in Sep. 2014, such as 
the new vice-president titles and 
the council. 

"The SGA is always changing, 
and so is the constitution/' Rollins 
said. "As soon as this constitution 
gets put into place, the university 
will be changing again, and the 
constitution will be old again. 
It's something we have to keep 
changing and keep up with. If 



anyone has any suggestions they 
want to bring to the board, we 
highly suggest they do that." 

Although the SGA board voted 
in favour of the new constitution, 
the process is not over yet: 
at the SGA's Annual General 
Meeting, which will take place 
on Dec. 4, the approval of the 
constitution must get approved. 
Rollins said that although the 
SGA constitution was not online 
immediately, it will be online by 
Nov. 16.

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Students rally in hopes of 
raising minimum wage

On Nov. 14, students and Sudburians 
alike gathered in an attempt to raise the 
minimum wage. 

More than 30 protesters attended 
the rally, which headed to MPP Rick 
Bartolucci's office upon arriving 
downtown. 

The rally, which was lead by LlTs 
Graduate Students' Association, began 
in the student lounge, and continued 
to downtown Sudbury. From there, the 
protesters rode a bus back to the lounge, 
where the GSA offered a free lunch to all 
those who attended. 

The protesters asked that the 
minimum wage in Ontario be raised to 
$14 an hour, as opposed to the current 
general minimum wage of $10.25. The 
last time minimum wage was raised was 
in 201 0, up from $9.50 in 2009. 

The group argued that since tuition 
rates are steadily increasing year-to-year, 
the minimum wage needs to be raised as 
well, so students that are forced to take 
part-time jobs can continue to afford the 
cost of living. 

Laurel Roberts, a first-year LU student 
in Indigenous Studies, was among those 
who attended the rally. 

Roberts said she believes minimum 
wage needs to be raised "because the 
price of living and the economy have 
both increased. People need the money 
to get over the hurdle of poverty." 

However, although Roberts said she 
thinks minimum wage should be raised, 
she does not believe this rally will result 
in any changes by itself. 



"I don't think one protest will result 
in the change of minimum wage but 
it's our voice that counts and getting 
our opinions into the public eye," said 
Roberts. "The more rallies and protests 
we have make it so we can reach a wider 
span of people... I think with the spread 
of information we can get more people 
to say they want this change and that 
they want to raise minimum wage." 

Roberts said she is currently in- 
between jobs, but when she was working 
she felt the "stress and frustration" of 
trying to pay her bills and expenses on 
the minimum wage she was earning. 

The protest was one of many that took 
place across the province - the fourteenth 
of each month has been declared the 
Raise the Rates campaign's action day. 

The rally was mostly attended by 
Laurentian students, as well as local 
protesters and members of the Sudbury 
Coalition Against Poverty. 

"It's important for more people to get 
involved with these rallies, protests and 
initiatives because it affects their city and 
their way of living," said Roberts. "It can 
improve the overall lifestyle and get more 
people out of poverty, so it is important 
for people to get involved."

Remembrance day 
honors war veterans of 
every kind, and this year the 
ceremony had special gues, 
Elder Jerry Otowadjiwon to 
drum and sing a traditional 
honor song of the 
Anishinaabe people. 

"Indeed it is important 
for young people, members 
of the SGA, and Laurentian 
as a whole, to remember 
not only the Korean war, 
but the acts of service and 
sacrifice that our veterans 
for hundreds of year have 
committed."

People entered the Brenda 
Wallace Reading Room to 
learn about a variety of Metis 
related things such as artifacts 
presented by Denis Tremblay, 
medicinal plant teaching by 
Micheline Boisvert, cultural 
teachings by Janique Labelle, 
and music presented by 
Charlotte Stone and Larry 
Rivard. A traditional lunch also 
took place. 

"My favourite part was 
contacting and connecting 
with presenters and then 
seeing the recognition in the 
participant's faces when they 
connected with the culture." 
Aubin said. 

According to Aubin, 
Laurentian's student body 
contains roughly 1 0 per cent of 
students who are Aboriginal, 
with roughly 3.4 per cent self- 
identifying as Metis. 

"I think it is very important 
in assisting those individuals 
who have a Metis background 



to feel accepted," Crystal 
Kimewon, a participant, said. 
"It is difficult to feel a part 
of any group; to find your 
place in society which is 
very important and should 



be taught at an elementary 
school level as well. I have a

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SGA VP Mancini lobbies for 
more buses during class hours

On Nov. 12, Mark Mancini, VP of Issues 
for the SGA, spoke on a four-person panel 
at the Rainbow Routes Association Annual 
general meeting. 

Mancini, who represented the SGA in 
the panel, discussed transportation in 
Sudbury, and how he would like to see it 
change, with the crowd. 

Mancini also met with Sudbury transit 
on Nov. 13, where he discussed two main 
services he is working to change: the LU 
Express buses, and the Sunday service 
routes to Laurentian. 

"(The SGA) is going to lobby for more 
LU Express buses at times when there is 
high traffic. It is also going to continue to 
try and work out the Sunday service - it's 
a big task/' said Mancini. "(Sudbury transit) 
has been a great partner, so we hope to 



continue (to have) success with them." 

Greg Dalton, a seasonal professor 
at Laurentian, was among those who 
expressed their concerns with transit at 
the annual meeting. 

He said he has students that come to 
him during his 7-1 0 p.m. night class, saying 
they have to leave early in order to catch 
the 9:10 p.m. bus. 

"What that does for a professor is that, 
with ten or twenty percent of the class 
having to leave early, it's hard to teach and 
make sure everyone is getting the same 
level of information and education/' said 
Dalton. "It affects the whole way the class 
is structured, and it's not fair to students or 
professors." 

Dalton said that, ideally, he would 
like to see that either classes become 
scheduled around transit, or transit 



becomes scheduled around classes. 

In regard to the issues Dalton raised, 
Mancini says it is an issue he has heard 
before, and as a bus rider, he has lived it. 

"That's on the list, and has to do with 
the express routes - (the SGA) definitely 
wants to try to make it that when classes 
are offered, students have reliable transit." 

Since becoming elected VP of Issues in 
2012, Mancini has been working closely 
with Sudbury Transit, to try to improve 
and increase the routes to and from the 
Laurentian University campus. 

During the summer Mancini worked 
with transit to add 10 hours of service to 
the campus. 

"Although the changes made by no 
means shifted the world, we are pleased 
with the progress." Mancini said that the 
SGA is "very pleased with (its) relationship 



with Sudbury transit, and is happy to see 
the changes (Sudbury Transit) has made 
for us." 

The panel was moderated by CBC 
Morning North radio voice Markus 
Schwabe, who told the attendees that in 
Sudbury, 1 out of 3 people don't drive, 
and that 23.4% of the municipal Sudbury 
budget is devoted to transit - which is 
approximately 1 72 million dollars per year. 

Schwabe also mentioned that 10,000 
people travel to Laurentian's campus every 
day.

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Pelletier: 'public art has the power to 
change a community'

In the nearing zero temperatures, 
local artists Andrew Knapp, "Go- 
Bubble Blower" and Christian 
Pelletier, "Go-Cheerleader" of the We 
Live Up Here project, have completed 
their fourth mural within the city. 

From July 28, 2013 to September 
15, 2013, a fundraiser for the project 
on Indiegogo surpassed their goal 
of $5,000 in an impressive amount 
of time. By the time Sept. 15 rolled 
around, the project raised $8,816. 

The four murals include the 
colourful "You Are Beautiful" wall 
on Durham Street underneath The 
Speakeasy, Sudburians at the Market 
located at the Farmer's Market 
downtown, A vintage stock racer car 
with "What's The Rush?" following 
behind it on the Kingsway and their 
latest, Deja Vu, displays the eyes of 
former workers at St. Joseph's Hospital 
on Ste-Anne road downtown. 

Each mural has a different message, 
but all of them are contributing 
to the main goal of "engaging the 
community," Pelletier said. 

"I wanted something nice to look at 
when I was stumbling home from The 
Townehouse," he joked. "Honestly 
though, I was tired of complaining 
about the way Sudbury was... and I 
think that public art has the power to 
change a community." 

Sudbury's by-laws regarding public 
art explain the city's stance on the

topic - as long as it pushes community 
identity and builds on the idea of 
cultural character and heritage, and 
once you get past the "red tape," as 
Knapp explained, you then can get 
creative. 

Knapp says that "good" public 
art can be interpreted in a venn 
diagram of sorts. "One of the circles 
is aesthetics, one is message, and one 
is location," he explained. "When 
those three things meet, subjectively. 



It's a celebration of what you believe 
in - something honest, sincere and 
meaningful." 

Pelletier says that "good" public art 
to him "needs to be provocative and 
stir a collective mind, to get people 
thinking. For other people, that may 
just mean for it to be pretty, which is 
just as valuable. It has to be art for the 
greater good of society." 

Pelletier continued about public 
art: "People won't talk about a grey 



wall. But they'll talk about something 
that has art on it. No one was talking 
about these walls before the art was 
there - it engages the community." 

When the new Hot 93.5 FM posted 
a picture of the Kingsway mural on 
Facebook, some people wrote that it 
is "distracting," and predicts that it 
is "going to cause some accidents," 
which brought others to defend the 
mural and remind Facebook users of 
basic driving principles. 



When asked about the distraction 
factor of the murals, Knapp said "If 
you do anything loud, you're going to 
get people to cheer you on and oppose 
you. If that's a distraction, then that 
loud LED display on the Kingsway is 
an Atom Bomb. If that's a distraction, 
then the blue balls hanging from the 
truck in front of you is one as well. Is 
it distracting? Well, just shut the fuck 
up." 

Pelletier laughed at the same 
question. "I think it's funny. The 
whole point of that [mural] is to start 
a conversation of the way we move, 
and so if there's a controversy it just 
means that people are talking about it, 
which means mission accomplished. 
So be it." 

With the introduction of a new 
public art policy coming soon to 
the city, Knapp and Pelletier are 
"eyeballing" new potential walls 
around the city and spending the 
winter to plan, along with working on 
their second "We Live Up Here" book, 
"taking their time" to come up with 
something "really awesome." 

Said Knapp: "Expect to see us next 
summer getting more in your face. 
We're going to start having even more 
fun with it - and now that we have the 
trust, now we can play."

Cortical column: Language

One of the tenets of the Human 
Experience, what makes us different 
from animals, is language. While all 
species communicate via some method, 
the technicalities and speciality through 
which humans have produced 'language' 
as opposed to communication are quite 
astounding. Biologically speaking, the 
acquisition of language is the result of 
a mutation in the FOXP2 gene, and 
further mutation of this gene can lead to 
congenital language disorders. 

The brain processes language 
through a highly complex and hierarchical 
system. The left posterior cerebrum is the 
localization for language processing in most 
right handed individuals, with about 50% 
of left handed individuals having a similar 
area activated in the right hemisphere. 
Both the left and right are involved with 
differing levels of understanding, however 
- the left comprises syntactic and semantic 
meaning (order of words) and the right is 



involved with prosody and innuendo (the 
rhythm, intonation and flow). 

A key facet of what makes 
language different from communication is 
that we 'name' our surroundings. Objects 
have labels, and those labels carrying 
different levels of meaning. We know a 
'chair' is an object that we sit on, and that 
there are different 'types' of chairs... but 
how to we recognize that a chair is, indeed, 
a chair? 

First, visual processing within 
Brodmann Area's 17 and 18 is sent to 
the angular gyrus, Brodmann 39, of the 
aptly named temporo-parieto-occipital 
association cortex. It's what it sounds like 
— processing from these distinct regions of 
the brain are incorporated into a single 
'idea' and then projected to Area 22, 
Wernicke's area, of the temporal lobe. It 
is here within the temporal lobes that the 
first auditory connection to the object is 
made; memory images of words are stored 



here and associated with the phonological 
depictions of these words. 

The arcuate fasiculus is a neuronal 
pathway from the temporal to frontal lobes, 
and is one of the most important pathways 
in regards to language. Up to this point, 
processing has associated the seen object 
with the phonological representation of 
that object; but the meaning of that word 
is still missing. Enter Broca's area, where 
the phenomic string of sounds is recoded 
into phonetic equivalents and the word 
takes on full meaning. More importantly, 
it is this last step which enables humans 
to complete the processing of language 
- from seeing an object, to hearing the 
word association in our heads, to finally 
repeating that word aloud. 

Language is one of those features 
of human life that separates us from 
animals. We name our environment, we 
label our interactions and relationships 
with others, we study, we learn, we read 



and we write. Language is something that 

all humans will attempt to develop if no 

structure is provided; even sign language 

follows the same methodical pattern of 

language outlined above. 

Take advantage of that which 

many people truly do not think twice 

about - our ability to communicate 

complex thoughts and ideas. Descartes 

may have stated Ergo cogito sum; but if he 

was unable to communicate this idea with 

the rest of the world that phrase would be 

meaningless. [For the non-Latin speakers, 

Ergo cogito sum = I think, therefore I am] .

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Voyageurs display resilience in homestand

The Laurentian Voyageurs women's hockey 
team hit the ice at home recently in games 
against the Laurier Golden Hawks and Waterloo 
Warriors. 

The Voyageurs played the Golden Hawks first 
on Saturday Nov. 9, at the Copper Cliff Arena 
due to scheduling matters. Laurier had a 6-2 
record entering the game, while Laurentian were 
looking to improve upon their 3-5 start to the 
campaign. Laurier took the momentum early as 
they dominated in puck-possession and peppered 
17 shots on net to Laurentian's seven. Laurier 
defenseman Haley Baxter opened the scoring 
nearly 10 minutes into the game and punished 
the Voyageurs for their lack of offensive zone 
time. 

Laurentian seemed to have received the 
message in the second period as they came out 
limiting Laurier's chances and generating more 
shots in the offensive zone. The Golden Hawks 
would increase their lead, however, as forward 
Erika Kiviaho snuck one past goaltender Laura 
Deller not five minutes into the period. Before the 
game got out of reach, captain Julie Hebert took 
it upon herself as she unloaded a shot from the 
high slot that beat Kayla Brown high glove. 

The Golden Hawks took a 3-2 lead entering 
the third period after an even middle frame 
between the two clubs. The Voyageurs would 
come undone, however, as the Golden Hawks 
erupted offensively with four goals in under a 
two-minute span. Deller was pulled from the 
crease after the fifth goal against on 35 shots, but 
it didn't provide any sort of spark as goaltender 
Emily Toffoli surrendered two goals on five shots. 
Laurier found production from seven different 
players while Laurentian got both their goals 
from Hebert in the 7-2 drubbing. 

"It's an unfortunate outcome but they're the 
fifth-ranked club in the country and we played 
with them up to the eight-minute mark in the 
third period," Laurentian coach Stacey Colarossi 
said. "They're a very fit team and if you look at 
their roster they're fourth and fifth year students 
so they're at the prime of their careers." 

The Voyageurs looked to rebound against 
the Warriors on Sunday, Nov. 10, at the Gerry 



McCrory Countryside Sports Complex. The 
game started in a similar fashion to the previous 
night as Waterloo controlled play and had nine 
shot attempts (SOG, missed shots and blocked 
shots) on net at even-strength to Laurentian's five. 
Waterloo opened the scoring on the powerplay 
at 5:41 in the first period as Carolyn Burke beat 
Deller high blocker from the lower right circle. 
Laurentian would register their first shot 1 1 
minutes into the game to encapsulate a rather 
sluggish period. 

Laurentian came out stronger in the second, 
as they directed more shots on net and spent less 
time in their own end. Waterloo forward Marissa 
Redmond had an opportunity on a penalty shot 
not five minutes into the period but Deller turned 
her aside with a big right pad stop. Despite 
Laurentian's early efforts, Waterloo extended 
their lead as defenseman Stephanie Digness 
unloaded a slap shot on the powerplay that beat 
Deller glove side on the team's 18th shot on net. 
But the Voyageurs would strike back as forward 
Mikayla Ferlaino picked up a rebound at the side 
of the net to cut the lead in half. 

For the first time in the game, the Voyageurs 
outshot the Warriors in the third period and 
directed 1 0 shots towards the net at even-strength 
while Waterloo had seven. It appeared as though 
Laurentian would not be rewarded for their 
strong play but it eventually paid off, with six 
seconds remaining, as defenseman Jessica Staats 
slotted one home on a scramble in front of the 
net. 

In overtime, Waterloo erupted in celebration 
as they were convinced they scored the game- 
winner with 9.5 seconds remaining, but it was 
determined by the referees that the net had been 
dislodged before the puck crossed the line. 

This led to a dramatic finish as none other 
than Staats beat goaltender Allie Mitchell high 
blocker in the shootout, forcing Waterloo forward 
Rachel Marriott to score in the third round. 
Deller capped a strong night between the pipes 
with a blocker save to secure the Voyageurs the 
two points as they won 3-2. 

"It took us a bit to get our feet moving but 
ultimately we got the outcome we wanted," 
Colarossi said. "I think the resiliency we showed,

compared to where we were when we played 
Ryerson a couple weeks ago, is a step (forward) 
in the process." 

Colarossi said she changed tactics offensively 
in the second period, which sparked a sudden 
surge of shots from the Voyageurs and culminated 
into a dominant third period. 

"I changed our tactics a little bit in regards 
to our positioning in the offensive zone based 
on how they were breaking out," Colarossi said. 
"When the girls bought into that, especially in 
the third period, we were generating a lot more 
chances." 

Colarossi is pleased with her team thus far 
and said they should improve as the players gain 
confidence and sustain pressure in the offensive 
end. 

"Being a young team, it's about 



inconsistencies, but that's being young and 
inexperienced," Colarossi said. "We're just going 
to get better as we go. Obviously, we're spending 
a little too much time in our defensive zone, so we 
need to change that and address that. But they're 
starting to understand the system in the d-zone, 
so now it's just the transition from getting puck- 
possession and skating with the puck. They're 
young, so getting puck confidence is what we 
talk a lot about and getting into battles instead of 
giving away pucks for free." 

After splitting their road games this past 
weekend, Laurentian is now 4-8 on the season 
and sit tenth in the Ontario University Athletic 
standings. The Voyageurs are back in action 
on Saturday, Nov. 23, at 3:45 p.m. against the 
Queen's Gaels.

The 2012-13 season, however, looked 
like the EPL was set to return to old ways 
when Manchester United won the title 
again except for one key change at the 
end of the season, Sir Alex Ferguson 
retired. 

With Sir Alex stepping down, United 
were forced to find a new manager in 
David Moyes and although he has proven 
his quality as a manager at Everton, it 
was easily predicted that it would take 
time for him to do the same at United. 

Manchester United aside, this 



season's excitement is coming not from 
what was easily predictable, but how 
everyone's predictions are being turned 
on their head. 

Currently, with nearly a third of the 
season gone, the top eight teams are 
only separated by six points, a feat that 
has only occurred once before, since the 
inception of the Premier League.

Other clubs like Manchester City, 
Chelsea and Liverpool are losing games 
to teams that on paper, shouldn't stand 
a chance. 

For example, Southampton's victory 
over Liverpool at Anfield and their 
draw against Manchester United at 
Old Trafford helped to see the Saints to 
their best ever start to a Premier League 
season. 

The Saints are not a big club and 
so are not used to having big name 
internationals in the squad.

This weekend, Laurentian's 
women's basketball team dropped 
two games at home against the 
Guelph Griffons and Lakehead 
Thunderwolves, moving their record 
to 1-5 on the season. 

On Friday, Nov. 15, the Voyageurs 
lost 66-51 to the Griffons, giving 
Laurentian their third straight loss at 
home this season. 

In the first quarter, Laurentian 
struggled to settle the ball down in the 
offense zone which led to turnovers 
for the Griffons, as Guelph outscored 
Laurentian in the early going 15-3. 

Laurentian coach, Jason Hurley, 
called a timeout within the first 
five minutes to settle his team, but 
the Voyageurs could only manage 
one successful field goal attempt 
throughout the quarter, finding 
themselves down by 1 7 points. 

The second quarter was even with 
the Voyageurs finally able to score some 
key baskets outscoring the Griffons 19- 
13, but Guelph continued to hit timely 
shots of their own and took a 36-25 
lead going into to halftime. 

In the third quarter, Laurentian 
started off strong fighting their way 
back in the early going, finding 
themselves only five points down to 
the Griffins, however, after three quick 
baskets by Guelph, the Voyageurs 
were down by 1 0 points going into the 
fourth quarter. 

Laurentian began the last quarter 
with two quick baskets, but after the 
Griffons responded with six straight 
points, Guelph pulled away with the 
game winning by 15 points. 

Hurley believes his teams' 
beginning to the game is what "hurt 
them." 

"We weren't impressed with our 
start," he said. "We have to push 
ourselves more in practice and 



translate that intensity into games 
because we can't continue to have slow 
starts like we did." 

Voyageurs' third year guard, 
Danielle Harris, led all scorers with 
22 points going 8-1 1 behind the free- 
throw line and successfully made 
timely field-goal and three point 
attempts throughout the game for 
Laurentian. 

Guelph's Katherine MacTavish 
had a strong performance for the 
Griffins, as she scored 18 points 
collecting 1 2 rebounds along the way. 

Laurentian had 26 turnovers to 
Guelph's 17, making the Voyageurs 
misuse of the ball a significant issue 
throughout the game against the 
Griffons. 

On Saturday, Nov. 16, Laurentian 
dropped their fourth straight game at 
home this season, losing 54-50 to the 
Thunderwolves in a close contested 
game. 

The first quarter started off slow 
with both teams missing shots in the 
early going, but Lakehead would score 
some points, forcing the Voyageurs 
to take a time timeout, as Laurentian 
found themselves down 9-4. 

However, after the timeout, 
Laurentian came out with new life 
scoring consecutive baskets ending 
the quarter only down 13-10 to the 
Thunderwolves. 

In the second quarter, the 
Voyageurs managed to score points 
taking their first lead at home this 
season 17-16, which forced Lakehead 
to call a timeout. 

The Thunderwolves took the lead 
back, but after two quick baskets, 
Laurentian led by one going into 
halftime. 

The Voyageurs continued their 
strong play, as Laurentian outscored 
Lakehead 16-13 in the third quarter, 
taking a 39-35 lead for the first time in 



the final quarter at home this season. 

In the fourth, after an early basket 
by Laurentian, the Thunderwolves 
scored seven straight points, as both 
teams started to exchange the lead 
throughout the quarter. 

The game was even 48-48 in the 
last minute, but after Laurentian 
turnovers, which forced the Voyageurs 
to foul, Lakehead pulled away winning 
by four points in a tight fourth quarter. 

"We worked hard tonight, but 
it just didn't work out," said Coach 
Hurley. "This is the first league game 
where we played as hard as we can for 
four quarters and the next game we 
have to do it again, and maybe we will 
execute." 

Lakehead's Kelsey Bardsley led all 
scorers with 20 points, four rebounds 
and two steals throughout the game. 

Harris earned 19 points, four 
rebounds and three steals leading the 
Voyageurs. Also, Laurentian forward, 
Emma Decloe contributed 10 points 
and five rebounds in the losing cause. 

Turnovers played another role in 
Laurentian's loss, as the Voyageurs 
gave up the ball 25 times compared to 
Lakehead's 20. 

Hurley said his team is still learning 
a new system. 

"It's a whole process," he said. 
"We are young, even though some of 
these girls are third and fourth years, 
it is a shock for someone to be doing 
something one way and changing it 
with a new leader. They are learning, 
and again we judge success by how 
much work we put in. Tonight, I 
thought they worked as hard as they 
can, but it just didn't happen for us." 

Harris produced over 40 points for 
the Voyageurs this weekend, and said 
her team met their objectives against 
Lakehead, but "just came short." 

"We put our best foot forward," 
she said. "Our goals were to work as a 



team, enjoy playing as a team, make a 
play for the team and try to succeed as 
a team. Obviously we didn't win, but 
it definitely was an accomplishment 
to push and work hard for it. It was 
the first game we competed in all four 
quarters." 

Harris believes her team will 
build from their loss against the 
Thunderwolves. 

"We always try to play with a chip 
on our shoulder," she said. "That was 
probably the most intense game we 



played all season. We need to carry that 
into practice this week and compete 
against each other, and hopefully next 
weekend it will go our way." 

Laurentian is on the road next 
weekend to take on the Western 
Mustangs (5-1) on Friday, Nov. 22 and 
Windsor Lancers (5-1) on Saturday, 
Nov. 23. 

The Voyageurs next home game is 
on Friday, Nov. 29 when they host the 
Algoma Thunderbirds at 6 p.m. at the 
Ben F. Avery Gymnasium. 



LU hockey team loses seven straight

The Laurentian Voyageurs men's hockey 
team played back-to-back home games this past 
week against the Lakehead Thunderwolves. 

The first game took place Thursday, Nov. 
7, at the Gerry McCrory Countryside Sports 
Complex. Laurentian kept up with their northern 
rivals in the first period but couldn't capitalize 
on a five-minute major after defenseman James 
Delory was ejected for a hit to the head. Lakehead 
opened the scoring late in the period on a goal by 
forward Paul Thompson. 

The second period wove a similar story as 
both teams looked equal but the Thunderwolves 
would once again be rewarded with a goal, this 
time by defenseman Ryan Magill. Laurentian 
goaltender Alex Laino made 20 saves after two 
periods but his strong play didn't provide a spark 
to the Voyageurs, who were dismantled in the 
third period. 

Lakehead erupted with five consecutive 



goals on Laino and Laurentian only managed 
to find the back of the net with just over a 
minute remaining as forward Marc -Alain Begin 
converted. 

The Thunderwolves improved their record 
to 6-1 after the game and moved to the top of 
the Ontario University Athletics West division. 
Laurentian, meanwhile, dropped their fourth- 
straight game and had a 3-5 record after the loss. 

On Friday, Nov. 8, the Voyageurs looked to 
dish out some revenge against the Thunderwolves 
in the second leg of the back-to-back games. 

The first period began how the Thunderwolves 
finished the previous game. They peppered 
Laurentian goaltender Charlie Millen with 16 
shots in the frame, which was mostly due to the 
four powerplays they were awarded, and limited 
the Voyageurs to just three. Defenseman Chris 
De La Lande opened the scoring before forward 
Cody Alcock added another just over a minute 
later. 



The Voyageurs replied by outshooting the 
Thunderwolves 12-8 in the proceeding two 
periods, but they couldn't solve goaltender Justin 
McDonald as he was solid once again between 
the pipes. They dropped the game 4-1 with 
Millen making 20 saves and Brandon Howes 
scoring the lone goal. 

"(It) was rough weekend overall," Laurentian 
forward Nick Esposto said. "(In the) first game we 
had our chances and kept it close, but their goalie 
made the saves when he needed to." 

Esposto, who has six goals and 1 1 points in 
nine games, said the Voyageurs should improve 
over time. 

"We have a solid team but we just have to 
keep getting better in our zone and the goals will 
come," Esposto said. "Our powerplay is pretty 
good when we're on our game so we just have to 
keep working on the little things and we will be 
in good shape." 

Forward Richard Therrien, meanwhile, who 



has six points in nine games, thought the team 
played well against one of the top teams in the 
OUA. 

"I think we played very well considering the 
outcome," the Hearst-native said. "We were in 
the game both nights. The guys came to play and 
battled hard and we just didn't get the outcome 
we wanted to. I think we should start focusing on 
the little things. Doing this will help us win more 
games." 

After losing two games on the road this 
past weekend, Laurentian is now eighth in the 
East division with a 3-8 record and a -22 goal 
differential. 

The Voyageurs are up against the Ryerson 
Rams next on Friday, Nov. 22, where they'll look 
to snap their seven-game losing streak at home.

Laurentian's men's basketball 
team remains undefeated 
improving to 6-0, after defeating 
the Guelph Griffons and Lakehead 
Thunderwolves in convincing fashion 
this weekend. 

On Friday, Nov 15, the Voyageurs 
defeated the Griffons 86-64 in a one- 
sided game, as Laurentian picked 
up its third straight win at home this 
season. 

In the first quarter, Laurentian 
started off slow, but soon found their 
rhythm, as the Voyageurs outscored 
the Griffins 27-18. 

The second was a little more 
one sided with Laurentian forcing 
Guelph to call a timeout in the early 
going, but the Voyageurs would end 
the quarter leading by 18 points. 

After halftime, Guelph started to 
compete by hitting key shots forcing 
Laurentian's reply, but the Voyageurs 
proved to be too strong for the 
Griffons taking the third quarter 24- 
22. 

In the fourth, Laurentian began 
the quarter with lots of momentum 
forcing Guelph to turn over the 
ball leading to Voyageurs' forward, 
Gherick Uneau, dunking on the 
Griffons after a quick transition. 

After that, Laurentian ran away 
with the game taking it by 22 points. 

"We outworked Guelph," said

Laurentian guard, Alex Ratte, led 
all scorers in the game with a season 
high 35 points going 5-5 from the 
free-throw line and 6-12 from beyond 
the arc. 

Guelph's Trevor Thompson had 
10 points and three rebounds in the 
Griffons' losing cause. 

Rebounds were key for 
Laurentian, as the Voyageurs out- 
rebounded Guelph 40-35, with 
forward, Nelson Yengue, collecting 
10 of those rebounds in the win. 



On Saturday, Nov. 1 6, Laurentian 
continued their undefeated season by 
beating the Thunderwolves 91-68, 
continuing the Voyageurs best start 
under the coach Swords' era. 

In the first quarter, both teams 
exchanged points in the early going, 
but after Laurentian pulled away 
with three straight baskets, the 
Thunderwolves called a timeout with 
the Voyageurs leading 18-12. 

After the timeout, Lakehead 
tightened it up defensively but could 
only manage one basket, finding 
themselves down by four to the 
Voyageurs going into the second. 

To start the quarter, Laurentian 
went on a 9- 1 run forcing, once again, 
Lakehead to call a timeout. But this 
time, the Thunderwolves came out 



hungry scoring nine points to the 
Voyageurs three, making Laurentian 
take a timeout of their own. 

After Laurentian's much needed 
timeout, the Voyageurs would 
outscore Lakehead 1 1-5 with Yengue 
successfully finishing an alley-oop 
from an in-bounce pass culminating 
in the Ben F. Avery Gymnasium to 
cheer frantically. 

The Voyageurs took a 41-29 
lead going into the third, but the 
Thunderwolves picked up their game 
forcing Laurentian to turn over the 
ball scoring easy layups. 

However, Laurentian continued 
to score points on Lakehead, taking 
the quarter 27-22. 

In the fourth, Lakehead pushed 
Laurentian, as the Thunderwolves 



scored nine points early in the quarter 
bringing the Voyageurs' lead down to 
only 10 points. 

The Voyageurs managed to 
hit clutch shots outscoring the 
Thunderwolves 2 1-8 in the late stages 
of the game, stopping Lakeheads' 
comeback, winning the game by 23 
points, and continuing Laurentian's 
undefeated start to the season. 

"At home there's always energy," 
said Swords. "We set the tone early, 
but we let them hang around a little 
bit and couldn't fully put them away. 
We gave away way to many transition 
layups that we haven't given up much 
this year. But, we got 17 offensive 
rebounds and you don't do that by 
being lazy, so I'm pleased with their 
effort." 



Ratte led all scorers again with 28 
points, seven assists and five rebounds 
in the game for Laurentian. 

Lakehead's Dwayne Harvey 
had 26 points, five assists and five 
rebounds in the Thunderwolves loss. 

Yengue proved to be a force for 
the Voyageurs as well, as he tallied 
20 points and eight rebounds. Also, 
Laurentian forward Tychon Garter- 
Newman was an influence in the win 
scoring 1 9 points, eight rebounds and 
two assists. 

Lakehead had 19 turnovers 
compared to Laurentian's 16, but 
rebounds played a significant role in 
this game with the Voyageurs out- 
rebounding the Thunderwolves 34- 
28. 

Swords said his team hasn't played 
its best, but believes his players are 
confident no matter any outcome. 

"I like the fact that we are having 
success and still have lots to work on," 
he said. "The guys are hustling and 
outworking the other teams. We trust 
each other on offense and defense, 
leading them to know each other's 
strengths on both sides of the court." 

Voyageurs' guard Josh Budd 
scored 1 0 points adding nine assists in 
Laurentian's win over Lakehead, and 
said this weekend's games were good, 
but his team still has be "technical 
things to work on." 

"A lot of guys got in," he said. 
"We have a lot of confidence as a 
group because defensively we are a 
really good ball team and if you have 
a good defense, the rest will sort itself 
out." 

Laurentian is on the road next 
weekend to challenge their perfect 
season when they take on the 
Western Mustangs (0-6) on Friday, 
Nov. 22 and Windsor Lancers (3-3) 
on Saturday, Nov. 23. 

The Voyageurs next home game 
is on Friday, Nov. 29 when they host 
the Algoma Thunderbirds at 6 p.m. 
at the Ben F. Avery Gymnasium.
